Struck By Tug 


The Primus was struck by the tug 
Huns'a, of the 
Hamburg-American 


line. 
The excursion steamer 
was 


cut directly In two and rapidly filled 
•with water and sank. 
The accident 


was so sudden that but .thirty passen- 
gers were saved from the ill-fated 
Primus. ' 


Hapened at Night 


The collision happened at 
about 


12:30 a. m. 
The Primus was coming 


' up tne river with 1S5 excursionists 


on board and tho tug was on Its way 
down stream. 
In turning to avoid 


tho approaching collision the Primus 
was struck full on the side and the 
sharp bow of the tug passed complete- 
ly through Its sides causing it to sink 
so rapidly that tho boats lowered 
from tho tug were only able to safe 
a few of tho occupants of the steam-

Storm of Short Duration. 


The hurricane exhausted its fury In 


less than fifteen minutes. It was In 
the residence portion of the city, along 
the river front, and In the harbor, 
where tho wind spent Its violence.

. the storm was mpro In tho nature of 
a whirlwind than 'a tornado. The wind 
blew at the rate of sixty-four miles 
an hour and tho rainfall was GG-lOOths 
of an inch. The first Indication of 
tho storm was apparent at 1:25 p. m., 
and the sun reappeared at 1:45. 


Bateman and tho Cains wero out In 


a rowboat on the river with throe 
other companions.

Cook 
saved himself and his wife by hang- 
Ing to the bottom of the overturned 
boat, and ScMilcr saved himself 
in 


the same way, after making frantic 


. •efforts to get at his Imprisoned wife 
and children.

' Thomas Carroll, with four other 
young men, were out In tho harbor 
In a rowboat, which capsized., Carroll 
was drowned, while bin four compan- 
ions clung to the rudder of the steam- 
ship Chatham until rescued by tho 
tug Mary.
